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WHICH IS BETTKK, THE SYSTEM 
OF THE CONSTITUTION OB THAT 
OE ABOLITION ANARCHY. 

NUMUKK 7. — rABT O. 

Those overwhelming facts are so contrary to 
the baseless theories of speculative humanita- 
rians, who know but little of the negro and have 
little real sympathy with him (Tor their own 
characters are the very antipodes of the negro's), 
that we may expect their cogency to be denied 
or evaded. It is essential to tho purpose of the 
abolition anarchists to demolish, evade, or con- 
cmd all facts which refute th( ir theoretical dog- 
mas. 

We hold, however, in common with the rest 
of mankind, that the growth of a nation is as 
clear and satisfactory an indication of its wel- 
fare as the growth of a troe or flowor is of iis 
gucceis and the congeniality of its soil nod cli- 
mate. Poverty and want restrain marriage, 
and when children do come, poverty, priva- 
tion, ignorance, and consequent noglect and 
disease insure a terrible mortality. Not only is 
there a terrible mortality among the children 
of the euffjring classes, but the whole of that 
class whoso food and clothing arc often insuffi- 
cient are comparatively short lived and furnish 
armies of victims to cholera, fever, consump- 
tion, and tcorbutic diseases. This is well 
known to all acquainted with sanitary science 
On the other hand general prosperity insures 
goncral and early marriages, better health, 
constitutional stamina and medical care, more 
prolific families and more faithful care of chil- 
dren. The comfort of family life, the luxury 
of the affections is the first thing the poor seek, 
when they have saved anything beyond their 
indispensable means of subsistence. The rear- 
ing of children is an expensive and laborious 
business, but it has its charms, and all the 
means of a nation are invested in rearing chil- 
dren and giving them comfortable estates. The 
number of children raised to manhood and tho 
amount of the estates left to them express the 
sum total of a nation's prosperity. 

A nation which makes no increase in popu- 
lation or wealth is a total failure, a barren 
s'ock which should not encumber the earth. 
A nation which like ours doubles its popula- 
tion in less than thirty years, independent of 
foreign accessions, and more than doubles its 
w.'alth in tho same tim?, demonstrates either 
th s superiority of tho natural stock of which 
it is composed, or the superiority of the insti- 
tutions which they have adopted, or it proves 
both. Now, in relation to the white raco of 
the Southern States wo cannot attribute even 
half their progress to the superiority of stock, 
for the same stock in Great Britain has not 
produced even half tho samo progress. We 
must then attribute the magnificent progross of 
the people of the Southern States — their 
twelve million popnlation, their five thousand 
millions of wealth, thoir many thousand miles 
of railroads and canals, and their more than 
two hundred millions of annual exports — to 
the wisdom and progressive power of their in- 
stitutions, giving free scope and judicious 
guidance to the energies of tho people. 

At the same time the vast increase of the 
colored race under these institutions, beyond 
what they have ever attained anywhere else, 
and their remarkable advancement in civili- 
sation, order, industry, and comfort, proves 
the beneficence of the system. 

The abolition system is now advocated on 
the score of humanity. Let us ask, in the 
light of history, is there any humanity in il? 
It simply proposes to cast off the negro as an 
encumbrance to the white man on tho ground 
(assumed) that he is an encumbrance— not on 
account of a sincere determination to benefit 
and elevate the negro. 

Thtrt art sincere philanthropists among tho 
abolitionists, for many true philanthropists 
have been doceived by their theories and false 
factf; but, as a general rule, abolitionism is 
not humanity; it is simply dictation, dogma- 
tism, revolution, and social disorder. It aims 
to break up an order of society which has 
produced better results for the negro than any 
condition in which ho has ever been placed, 
regardlass of consequences and without in- 
quiring whether good or evil is to bo the con- 
sequence. 

If the abolition policy had been adopted by 
all the States at the adoption of the present 
Constitution, wo are fully justified by the 
consus in affirming that the negro population 
of the South (according to the Northern ratio 
of growth) would be at least ono million less 
than it is at present. Who would be responsi- 
ble for that vast destruction or suppression of 
life and happinest? 

The thrifty condition and rapid growth of the 
negro race in the South is due to the supervis- 
ing care and constant attention of the whites. 
Thousands of Southern matrons can testify to 
the endlcf - cares and attention required by 
their improvident blacks to compel them to 
observe some of the laws of health, and to 
compel them to give due care to their children, 
and to nurse each other with proper fidelity 
when sick. Negroes are good nurses for 
"white folks," but they have too little respect 
or their own color to be trusted with the 
nursing care of their own sick. 

It is by enforcing temperance and goneral 
morality, by compelling due care of infants 
and of the sick, by encouraging religion, and, 
in short, by saving them from the destructive 
effects of improvidence, ignorance, intemper- 
ance, and the contamination of bad company, 
that Southern negroes have been made so pro- 
gressive; and it is by the constant presence, 
instruction, supervision, and authority of white 
inm, who labor with them everywhere, that they 
have been made industrious, intelligent, order- 
ly, and a large number of them already com- 
petent to provide for their own welfare when 
emancipated. These results could never have 
been attained without the long apprenticeship 
of slavery — nor are they yet attained to a suf- 
ficient extent to justify discharging the half 
taught apprentice race and leaving tho larger 
portion of them to retrograde and become a 
social nuisance, a national encumbrance. 

That such would be the results of abolition, 
we have shown by reference to growth and de- 
cline cf the population as revealed by tho cen- 
sus, without filling up the skeleton outline of 
the figures. We have not filled in the details 
of poverty, crime, intemperance, disease, and 
misery, all of which are summed up in the 
figures that reveal a decline of population as 
truly as the diminished numbers of a regiment 
reveal the slaughter of a battle-field or the dis- 
eases of a campaign. Let us put the negroes 
of the South through sixty years of abolition 
misrule, and then call the roll of the killed, 
wounded, and missing , the revelation will 
prove abolitionism to be a more destructive 
curse in itself then " war, pestilence, and 
famine" combined. 

Wc suppose the negro population of 1"'J0 to 
bo turned loose by the disorganizing spirit of 
abolition to run riot in intemperance, licen 
tiousness, and crime, until 1S50, and we take 
the example of the negro population of the 
North as a fair specimen of the result! that 
might be expected. The colored population of 
the South in 1850 then would have been more 
than a million less than it became nnder slav- 
ery. It would be by adopfiag the Northern 
ratio— 67,479 : 196,025 : : 689,89* : 1,957,352 
The system of the Northern abolitionists 
would have given us a colored population of 
1,957,352, where the system of Southern states- 
men has given ns 3,442,500— a loss of human 
lite to the amount of 1,485,148, nearly a mil- 



lion and a half victims of disease and wan'; 
and this cltims to bo philanthropy, and has no 
words of execration too foul or too bitter to be 
hurled at those who do not believe in such 
humanity. 

To complete our parallel with war's dire 
slaughter, we must make out also the list of 
tho wounded as well as the killed and missing. 
We must look up those who are hors <lu com- 
bat in almshouses and jails, by making an 
estimate of negro misery from the data fur- 
nished by the North. 

The miserable condition of the negroes of 
the North is revealed in their physical decline, 
their pauperism, and crime. 

In 1850 out of the 431,495 tho total free 
colored population of tho United States, the 
deaf, dumb, blind, insano, and idiotic, amount- 
ed to 1,224, or ono in less than 400. (This 
would give us for the supposed 1,957, 352 as 
many as 5,514 ) 

At tho same timo in the total slave popula- 
tion the deaf, dumb, blind, insano, and idiotic 
arnouoted fo 3,427, out of 3,204,313, or one 
in 935. Among the slaves idiocy is more 
prevalent than insanity — among tho free ne- 
groes insanity and idiocy are nearly equal. 
The insane and idiotic of the tree colored pop- 
ulation were 659 in 434,495, or one in every 
659. Among the slave population there were 
1,509 insane and idiotic among 3,204,313, a 
ratio of ono in 2,123. The condition of the 
slaves as regards insanity and idiocy is even 
better than that of the white population, 
owing to their freedom from care, their regu- 
lar industry, and the control which restrains 
them from indulging in intemperanco or ex- 
ercising the vio'ent passions. Tho negroes of 
Kentucky have only one tenth as much pro. 
portionolly of idiocy and insanity as tho 
negroes of Ohio. 

Viewing the subject iu any light, wc must 
observe that as regards the general depravation 
or degradation of tho nervous system, the 
brain and tho mind, the Blave population is in 
more than twice as good a condition as the 
free negroes. 

This degradation is not morely as regards 
soundness or health, but involv.s their whole 
nature — their moral and religious faculties, 
and all that renders on.9 useful to himself or 
society. In short, the free negroes are the 
most degraded, ignorant, and criminal portion 
of society — a fact which is not oaly notorious 
wherever they reside in considerable numbers, 
but is fully verified by the criminal record) of 
every State, and is freely admitted by their 
friends because it is us;less to deny it. 

Tho United States census of 1850 sho*s 
that the froo colored population is everywhere 
pre-eminent in crime, furnisbing from five to 
seven times as many convicts to the peniten- 
tiary in proportion to its numbers as tho white. 

In the penitentiaries of Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsjlvania, Maryland, and Virginia 
the average ra.io of convicts in proportion to 
population was 7.7 times as great among the 
free colored population as among the white. 
Iu Indiana the ratio was 11.7 times as great — 
in Connecticut 17.8 time'. 

In Massachusetts, in 1810, tho number of 
colored penitentiary convicts was ono in every 
262 of the colored population^ at which rate 
wo should have in the supposed population of 
1,957,352, 7,470 convicts. If the present pop- 
ulation of Kentucky consisted exclusively of 
free negroes, they would require for their con- 
victs, at the Massachusetts ratio, a peniten- 
tiary in each Congressional district capable of 
holding four or five hundred convicts, and 
they would be kept full. A population of such 
negroes equal to tho city of Louisville would 
furnish a steady Eupply of nearly threo hundred 
folons. 

As to pauperism, the returns of the census 
aro meagre, but show a great excess of free 
negroes over their duo proportion to the 
whites. In the slave negro States, society 
knows no such class as negro paupers; in free 
negro States they abound. Even the Legis- 
lature of Ohio, in one of their committee re- 
ports, admitted that "generally tho negro in 
Ohio is lazy, ignorant, and vicious." 

Tho utter prostration and misery of the 
freed black race in the United States is shown 
in the expressive statistics of mortality: 

"According to Dr. Emerson, the propirtion 
of black deaths to the total black population 
in Philadelphia for the ten years from 1821 to 
1830 was about one in every 21; in the ten 
years ending in 1840, one in every 31; tho 
ratio for the whites in the latter period being 
one in every 43. In the report of the Prison 
Discipline Association at Philadelphia in 1845, 
it is Baid that out of 1 ,000 of each color re- 
siding iu tho city 196 blacks die for every 100 
whites, and in tho penitentiary 316 blacks for 
every 100 whites. In the Woather6field 
(Conn.) penitentiary tho average rate of 
deaths from 1841 to 1844 was, white 2 82, 
colored 10 96. In the eastern penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania, during the three years ending 
with 1843, the average rato of deaths was 1.85 
white deaths and 6 63 black. In tho Phila- 
delphia prison during a period of ten years the 
proportion of deaths among the whites was 
one in 46, among the blacks one in 12." 

What causes this great mortality of blacks ? 
Ignorance, indolence, intemp3rancc, |>ovcrty, 
vice, crime, and destitution. In slavery, the 
white man's intelligence, authority, and kindly 
care supplies what the negro needs. Take him 
entirely away from that protecting control and 
he sinks, at once and everywhere, toward his 
original debasement. This result is even more 
conspicuous in the West Indies than in the 
United States. 

Mr. An hoay Trollopc (an abolitionist in 
principle), as the result of his observations in 
Jamaica, says: 

"Emancipation and the change in the sugar 
duties havo made land only too plentiful in 
Jamaica, and enormous tracts have been 
thrown out of cultivation as unprofitable*. And 
it is also only too fertile. The negro conse- 
quently has had unbounded facility of squatting, 
and has avalod himself of it freely. To recede 
from civilization and become again savage — as 
savage as the laws of the community can per- 
mit — has been to his taste. / believe that he 
would altogether retrograde if left to himself. 

"These people are a s;rvile raco fitted by 
nature for the hardest physical work, and ap- 
parently at present fitted for little else. 
Some thirty years since they were in a state 
when such work was their lot; but their tasks 
were exacted from them in a condition of bond- 
ago abhorrent to the feelings of the age, and 
opposed to the religion which we practised. 
For us, thinking as wo did, slavery was a sin. 
From that sin we havo cleared ourselves. But 
the mere fact of doing so has not freed us from 
our difficulties. Nor wa' it to be expected it 
would." 

now docs Mr. Trcllope propose to get 
through with the difficulties resulting from 
emancips'ion? The best hope be offjrs is that 
ultimately the negroes shall bo succooded by a 
race in which some energy sbnll ' a infused by 
white blood — a rr.ee of riulattcc?. To these 
alone he looks for future ele\ ation of Jamaica, 
and adds: 

"But the great point to be settled is this: 
whether this race of mulattoes, quadroons, 
mcstces, and what net, are capable of man- 
aging t heir matters for themselves; of under 
takiug the higher walks of life; of living, in 
short, as an ind. pendent peop'.c with a proper 
share of masterdom; and not necessarily as a 
servilo people, as htwers of wood and drawers 
of water? If not, it will fare badly for 
Jamaica, and will probably also fare badly in 
coming years for the rest of the West Indies." 

That is to say — the civilization and educa- 
tion of negro is (viewed in tho most friendly 
light) a total failure, and the only hope of hu 
manicy lies in Anglo-Saxonizing the race, 
and the hope that tins mixed race, if it has 
enough of white blood, will not be dragged 
down by the negro element. But even this is 
only a hope — an untried experiment. 

"The negro's idea of emancipation lhe> 
continues] was and is, emancipation not from 
slavery but from work. To lie in the sun and 



eat bread-fruit and yams is his id a of being 
free. Such freedom as that has not been 
intended for man in tbis world: and I say 
that Jamaica, as it now exist*, is still under a 
devil's ordinance ! One cannot wonder that 
tho white man here should be viturerative in 
his wrath." * * * 
(Such is the honest testimony of an aboli- 
tionist. 

The blacks aro an undeveloped race, holding 
tho same relation to tho whites as the boy to 
the man. There is no way in which they can 
be advancod but by a long apprenticeship to 
the whites, an apprenticeship of generations, 
which will make them skilful and industrious 
farmers and mechanics, and which must be 
followed by philanthropic education. Any oth 
er modo of emancipation is a base counterfoil 
of humanity. 

If our object is to crush the negroes without 
merry, to check tho growth of the raco by des 
titutioo, vice, and misery, and finally expel 
them from the continent, lot us adopt the 
schemes of tbe Northern anarchists and Luci- 
fer will smile with gbim delight at the 
widespread ruin and misery achieved in the 
name or ruiLANTitnoPY — ruin to tbe negro 
by turning him loose, an ignorant pauper, for 
whom no one care; -ruin to society by tho con- 
taminating presence of a debased class — ruin 
to our whole country by striking down its sys- 
tem of labor — ruin to commorco by striking at 
the main source of our exports — ruin to West- 
ern agriculture by breaking up its Southern 
market, and ruin to tho cause of human liber- 
ty and democratic progross throughout the 
world, by demonstrating that constitutions do 
not bind Republic?, and that no national 
pledges, no solemnity and power of oaths re- 
peated in every manner through half a century 
can hold the peoplo of a Republic to good 
faith with each other, or keep down the lurid 
flames of sectional hatred. Such is the 
future to which fho party of anarchy would 
lead us. HIMSELF.

•3-Tb.e New York Tribune, which is ever 
painfully sensitive and indignant whenever the 
New York Herald and other New York papers 
remark upon its internal affairs, says that a 
Western friend writes it that the LouUville 
Journal is not and has not been for years under 
the independent control of its nominal Editor 
— that "it is mainly owned by slaveholders and 
pro-slavery men, who dictate its political 
course." 

We shall apply no harsh language to the 
Tribune's paragraph, for we hops the Editor 
will republish what we here say. The Lou- 
isville Journal is "mainly owned" by the wri- 
ter of this, the Editor whom the Editor of the 
Tribune) calls its "nominal Editor", him whose 
name is published on its first page as its 
senior Editor. If either of the other two own- 
ers is the possessor of a slave we aro ignorant 
of the fact, but certainly neither of them ever 
claims or exercise* any control whatever over 
the Journal's political course. 

In laying this, we are certainly very far 
from intending to imply that wo consider slave 
owners less qualified than non-slave owners to 
manage a newfpaper in a slaveholding State. 

Culpability —The late destruction of the 
railroad train between Memphis and Corinth 
and the capture of the troops and others on 
board was most discreditable to the authori- 
ties that permitted it. 

Look at tho matter one moment. The 
whole region, between Memphis and Corinth, 
ii filled with a hostile population, di posed to 
harbor any of the hundred guerilla bands that 
may have been formed out of the rebel troops 
lately at Corinth. The railroad between 
these points has been opened by our troops 
and deemed an important medium of com- 
municatlon. At Memphis we had but a sin- 
gle locomotive and a few cars. Under these 
circumstances a train left Memphis for Cor- 
inth with a singlo military company and a 
number of officers upon it, and, when it gets 
out ten or twelve miles, an overwhelming cav- 
alry force falls upon it, demolishes locomotive 
and cars, and renders the road useless till 
other rolling stock can ba procured. 

Of course mischances must occur in war, 
but hero was one that should not have been al- 
lowed to occur. Those accountable for it 
should be held to their responsibility. More 
vigilance, more precaution, or more common 
sense seems to us to be needed at a great many 
points. 



Mb. Stanley's North Carolina Speech. 
Wo ask a careful perusal of the speech deliv- 
ered by Mr. Stanley at Washington, North 
Carolina, on the 1 7th instant, before a large 
Union meeting — the largest ever convened in 
that section of the State. It will be found on 
an outside page of this morning's Journal, 
and wbilo it offers the most complete vindica- 
tion of the policy of the Administration, 
it is full of warning as to the consequences 
of persisting in rebellion and suffering tho des- 
tinies of the Scuth to be swayed by "political 
aspirants who fight for fear of punishment," 
and, by all kinds of misrepresentations, in- 
duce tho people to aid them in waging a fra- 
tricidal war against the Government. Mr. 
Stanlay does not hesitate! to toll tho people of 
North Carolina that it is both the purpose and 
in the power of the Government to crush this 
rebellion, but ho exhorts his fellow-citizens 
to listen to tho voice of reason, conscience, 
and patriotism, and desert the insur- 
gent leaders while ho has it in bis power 
to stacil os a mediator bet wet n those who have 
aimed at the life of the Republic and the 
righteous vengeance of the menaced Govern- 
ment, lie places the tin of secession at the 
door of its rightful lithers, an! exposes all the 
duplicity of thoso who have sought to fire the 
Southern heart with " tho spirit of the first- 
born Cain." lie shows that property and 
rights aro protected and respected ; he asserts 
fearlessly that Mr. Lincoln is no abolitionis', 
but the very best friend the South has, who 
has bimply performed his duty, and had he 
shrunk fiom its performance hu would have 
committed treason and deserved u traitor's 
doom. lie declares with solemn emphasis 
that "secession is treason," and that " unless 
it is put down the Republic is gone and we 
aro involved in eternal war." He quiets all 
fears upon the chief exciting question of the 
day in the following unmistakable language: 

You say your slaves are all to ba emaucipatrd. 
What course has the Federal Government pur- 
sued thus far in regard to your slave.'? Whoo 
Fremont, Hunter, and Phelps issued tl.eir procla- 
mations of emancipation, did not the President 
revoke them all? lias he not said, over and over 
again, that he had no constitution tl right to 
emancipate the elaves? Has he not adhered 
strictly to tho Constitution and laws of the coun 
tn? Does he not insist that all the States shall 
be protected in their right:? What more can be 
atked of him, who is the President of all the 
Statee? Why then are we involved in war? 

There is a depth of pathos in his appeals to 
the State of his love, and tho people who have 
so often honored him, to return to their a'le- 
giani-e and extricate, themselves from the diffi- 
culties in which they have become involved by 
the rash counsels and the blind following of 
despsrate demagofturs. He tells them frankly 
that if the people refuse to act, if they will 
still cling to secession, and aro given up to 
their idols, he must leave them with a sad 
heart to their fate. And that fate he pre- 
figures by showing tho giant strength of the 
Government and the dwarfish feebleness of the

BECONNOISSAN-E INTO BAST TENNESSEE. 

Culumlia, June 24, 18(32. 
We have just returned from the Sequacbee 
Valley, to which plecj we went on a scout, to 
gather with four regiments of infantry, about 
one thousand cavalry, detached from the 1st Ken- 
tucky, 1'h Kentucky, and 7th Pennsylvania, and 
also accompanied by the lit Tennessee Battery 
and Capt. Uewett's Kentucky B.ittery, under the 
command of Gen. Dumont. The distance from 
this place to Pikovillf, in tha vallev, is one hun- 
dred and twenty milos, which we made in less 
than four days, with only two days' ration 
crossing in the meantime the Cumberland 
mountains — a distance of more than thirty 
miles. To have even a feint idea of this wild 
and romantic spot, it needs more than a passing 
glance at its •picturesque loveliness", and more 
than a passing thought of its impregnable aides. 
This valley lies in the eastern part of Teoneisee 
It is surrounded by the Cumberland mountiirs on 
every side, with its toweriog cUffs of white granite 
and limestono,. intorspersod with pines and cedars, 
crowing out cf the crevices of the rock?, while a 
beautiful little stroam winds its way like a ser 
pent at its base. This valley is eighty miles h 
length and fron two to four miles in width. The 
soil is very productive. Tin farmers of the val 
ley raise imme r ss crops of coin, wheat, rye, and 
othor products adapted to the nature of the soil. 
Apple and peach orchards are there of the finest 
and most luxurious fruit. To view this garden 
spot from the en nmit of the mountain side, one 
would exclaim: 

"What a scene is hire, I've traversud loauy a moun- 
tain strand 
Abroad and in my nftt'vo land. 
And it ha' tieeu my lot to tread 
Where -.it, more th.n pleasure led: 
There'e many a waste I've travelled o'er, 
( "lomb man" a crag, crossed many a moor, 
Hut, by my halidome. 
A scene so rude, an wild 1 • this, 
Vet ao sublime in barrenness. 
Ne'er did inv wandering foot j t"ps pre**, 
Wher: e'er I bappe'd to roam." 

We expected to find the enemy at Pikevill*, 

but when we arrived there, the bird had 

>wn. We remained there one day and 
csp'.ured in the valley some horses, negroes, 
and other property belonging to citizsi 1 of Ken- 
tucky, and stolen from thorn by the notorious out- 
law Champ Ferguson, and run over there for safo 

leping. We returned lo this place, being abseut 
eight days, travelled two hundred and fifty miles, 
most of the time without anything for ourselves 

r horses to eat, and be assured we need rest, and 
wish devou'ly that our brave and genorvus Wol- 
ford was back with us; we long to be led once 
mora to the battle- fisld with him at our bead.

The Nashville Cleruy.— We loarn from the 
Nashville Union that tha Rev. B, B. C. Howell, 
Dr. Sehon, Dr. Ford, Dr. Sawrie, Dr. Baldwin, 
and tho Rev. W. II.

The others were 
sent without parley, under guard, to Ihe Provott 
Marshal, Lieutenant-Colonel Met 1 air-, who is 
acting in the absenco of Colonel Mathews, with 
nstructions to that officer to release them provided 
hey would give evidence of their loyalty by tak 
og the oath of allegiance, and giving brnd 
for five thousand dollars each f r its faithful 
observance, if they should decline taking the 
oath, to send them to the Penitentiary, to remain 
there until arrangomen's should bo made to con- 
vey them South across our line'; with the warn- 
ing tbat if they attempted to return they would 
be regarded and dealt with as spies. The ptrtons 
all declining, they were immediately sent out to 
Mr. Caverl's boarding bouse. The parsons evi- 
dsntly covet the glories of martyrdom; and to do 
them justice we don't know of anybody more 
richly deserving of burning at the stake, were 
that clastic mode of punishment in vogue. Many

As the 27th Kentucky is seldom heard from 
t lese times, I will give your numerous readers a 
f iw items of her doings. We reached Pittsburg 
Lir-ding on the 13'h April, Jive days after the 
m unorable battle of Shiloh, reported at occo, and 
wsr» assignid to the 1th division, Brigadier- 
Usneral Nelson, and 19ih brigade, Col. Hazen; 
were a sot on picket the second day aftor disem- 
barking, and from that day to this I think that 
no regiment under (isn. Halleck's command baa 
done mom picketing or more hard labor in the way 
of digging trenches, &c , than tha 27ih. We 
have bad much sicknecs and several death", but 
those who are now ia camp (about 100 in all) are, 
with two or three exceptions, all able for duty. 
All tbe rfficers aro present except two — Lieut. 
Will n. Ilervey, of your city, commanding com- 
piny I, and Capt. Will W. Brady, of Grayson 
county, commanding company A, who are absent 
on skk leave. They aie both excellent efficera 
acd clever gentlemen, and we hope that the 
genial comforts of home, the smiles of kind 
friends, and eaft vvbispeiing! of ruby lips will 
soon drive away tho pains and aches and feeble- 
nots of disease, and onablu them to j )io their com - 
mands and enliven us all with their agreeable 
presence. 

To day the 19th brigade was on review. Col. 
tiros", 36ih Indiana, commanding our brigade, 
and, by lbs svay, a polished gentleman and good 
officar, conducted the reviow, Brig.-Uea. Nelson 
being tbe reviewing officar. Tha 27th Kontcciy 
had position on the right, and went through tbe 
ceremony with an umanimity that surprissd even 
her own efficers. We first pissed the reviewing 
officer in common lime and were ilien Qrdored to 
repass in double quick. This order was executed 
with such oaso and regularity, aud so little con- 
fusion in the movements of the men, tbat Col. 
Gross was so delighted that he cxultingly rode 
up to Col. Pennebaker and said — "I tell ycu, 
Cornel, that was well done — well done indued; 
regulars could not have porforraed better." This 
compliment ave modestly felt was due, and at the 
depths of our boartd wo treasure it, because it 
bas been earned at the expense of a vast amount 
of labor in organizing and disciplining this rsgi- 
mont. I know thai correspondents are too apt to 
accord praise to those who deserve it not, but Col. 
Penntbaker is too well known in your city and 
throughout the Stalo for any one to doubt bis 
efficiency and ability to discharge the duties of his 
position. Ho delights to command a regiment, 
his only atebilion beiog to faithfully serve his 
country. 

We are now encamped two miles from Iuka, a 
village of some note as a summer resort on ac- 
count of it3 medical waters and general beakbful- 
ness. We know nothing about how long sve will 
stay hero, nor whither wo will go when we move. 
We only know that tho 27th is willing and ready 
to do anything, to suffer anything, to go any- 
whore, and to stav there, for the good of the 
cause which inFpired ua in the beginning to rush 
to our country's rescue. There is one thing that 
we very much ngret to see in our loved State, 
and tbat ia tbe existence of the3e maraulinp- 
bands, prowling through the country seeking what 
they may plunder aod dastroy. Wa had hoped 
that Kentucky's soil would not again be maiked 
by tbe blighting tread of secession's ol ody cur?; 
b i' we have confidence to believe that the means 
now being used will rid our State of ths3e lawless 
ru Hi ins, and the peaceful dove once more alight 
upon every house- lop in the land. 

The approaching election is talksd of some in 
camp. Our beys all bave a desire lo ba at home 
on tbe first Monday in August, so tbat treason and 
traitors and soft-shell neutrals coull stand no 
chance for the smallest ofiii: i within the gift of 
thepacplo. We believe, however, there is still 
patriotism enough left in the State to overwhelm 
our enemies, or a I least keep them in check until 
tha war is over and the soldiers return to their 
homes and families. I tell you secession will not 
dare to show its ugly visage then, because we 
who bave bsen in the army suffering all the 
haidships, privations, and ctuntlesa annoyances 
consequent to a campaign will not bs in a humor 
t> allow treason to flauut its sraky tail in onr 
presence. Too many memories of ths past will 
rise before us, constantly rominding us of the 
desolation wbich their c iuso has brought upon the 
land. We will cee mothers drapel in the dark 
robe of mourning for tho dear boy who sleeps un- 
der the clods cf Shiloh 's gory field. Wires will 
meet our view who wear the furrows of sorrow 
on tbe brow because Ihe loving husband is no 
more; and sweethearts will bo seen to hastily 
brush away tha gathering tear, while musing 
upon the loneliness of lifo in the absencs of her 
betrothed, who diod with a prayer for the success 
of the Stars and Stripes and the happinsss of her 
he so dearly loved. Many homes down hero bave 
been mads dosclate by this nngedly rebellion. 
Citizans are made to believe that their homes 
will be pillaged, their firesides dssecraled, acd 
nothing left untouched by tho destroying band of 
the Union army, consequently many of tbeai lly 
at cur approach and seek shelter ia tbe frioudleES 
woods, »ilhcut ahome, without sustenance, with- 
out a cjuntry. In this unhappy condition they 
bei;in to redact upon the past— the happy past, 
when the "old flag" spread its protecting folds o'er 
all our prosperous land. Keflcction opens tbe 
avenues of thought, and roason once more comes 
to their reicue. Each one in his hoart feels that 
the doar old II ig would 6holtor Mm still if he 
were to seek a place bonoath its broad spreading 
folds, and, like the prodigal son, he concludes: "I 
will arise and go unto ny Fathe*. and say unto 
him: 'Father, I hav einneil aga'nst heavon and 
thee, and am no more iron by to be cel'sd thy 
son; make me as -ne of thy h're - ' servants."' 
And so they ere. uttei'ng c-ses "pen t'-e Meads 
of those who 'Ve've-'. the-\ «nd '■loss' - ':; their 
friendly dolirere-s.

OUR Alt MY IN EAST TENNESSEE. 

Tazwell, Tens., June 22, 1862. 

I suppose, ere this reaches yon, that you bave 
already heard of the evacuation of Cumberland 
Gap, and its being occupied now by our force*. It 
was taken without the loss of one drop of blocd, 
but it was done by the btrategy and energy of 
General Mcrgan, who assured us at the first sight 
he got of it that if wo would only be patient, and 
give him time, he would take it without the loss 
of a single man; but if they forced him on with 
the cry, "Oa to Richmond, " it would be a blocdy 
affair, and in all probability not accomplish it. 
It is one of tbe strongest fortified natural po- 
sitions in the United States, and a proper force 
put in there it svould be impossible to take it ex- 
cept by a regular siege. Our foice waa divided 
in two divisions (one ucder Morgan and tbe other 
under Do Courcey), and crossed into Tennessee 
through two different gaps, keeping a strong 
force at work in front of tbem on tbe Kentucky 
side to make tbem tbink that wo were making 
fortifications to plant our heavy batteries, but 
when tbey fuund out that we had them nearly 
surrounded, they fled in confusion, leaving nearly 
everything behind them, such as provisions, am- 
munition, tenia, camp equipage, and army stores 
of every de cription. Our cavalry, under Colonel 
Mundy, harassed their rear in their retreat, and 
followed them abcut ten miles, and took a good 
many prisoners, wagons, &c. The road is com- 
pletely strewn with their plunder for miles on 
the road that they retreated over. They left Ihe 
Gap at ten o'clock, and we took possession of it at 
two o'clotk the same day. They left all of their 
sick behind, and without any medical attendance 
wbatevor, but our surgoons are acting tbe part of 
the Good Samaritan. A large number cf them 
are < Georgians and Alabamians, and are rather a 
good locking set of men; but they say tbat the 
Southern Confederacy is about "played out," and 
that by the 1st of Soptember there will not be a 
Confederate soldier in arms against our Govern- 
ment. The Stars and Stripes of the 16:h Ohio 
and 3d Kentucky now float side by side from the 
highest pinnacle cf the Gap. Our cavalry took 
possession of this place yesterday, and the brigade 
of General Baird will be up some time to-night. 
We will probably remain here a day cr so, until 
our train gets up, when we will contirus to push 
further into tbe enemy's country, and not give 
thorn time to fortify. Taeir army is very much 
demoralized, and it is almost impossible to hold 
them together. We are hardly ont of tbe saddle 
long enough to feed our horses or ourselver, fcr 
General Morgan pushes us through on tbo double- 
quick, and Colonel Mundy is the man for that 
business, for Morgan tells him to use his own dis- 
cretion in evory thing, and abovo all, save tbe 
lives of bis men, and Uka gocd care of them. 

The crops all through this portion of the Sales 
look fine, and fruit is abundant, but not ripe yet. 
The farmers are bu-y harvesting, and all anxious 
to see the ' blue coats" amongst them or.ee more. 

You must please excuse this letter, as it is 
written in haste, and look over all mistakes. We 
leave in an hour or so on a scout to Maynaid- 
ville.

SPEECH BY OOVEBNOK STANLEY. 

The fpeach of Uov. Stanley, which was deliv- 
ered at vVaehinetoo, N. C, on the 17th iaat., be- 
fore the great Dniou mass meeting, was full of 
moderation and eloquence, ard It may be pro- 
nounced one of the hnest productions of the day. 
It was recelv.d with tbe u in< s: satisfaction by 
both the Union troops and the citizens of the old 
North State, who were present from seventeen 
counties. , , .„ 

Notice was given some two weeks iince to me 
people m the interior that one and all, loyal and 
disloyal might come into our lines and hear Ooy. 
Stanley. Seventeen counties were represented in 
th. great gatheriog, which was the largest aver 
.seembUd in this section This ; great 
,pe.cb will revolutionize the Old North BUta, 
and bo the means of bringing her back into tho 
Union at once. 

We understand that Capt. Walker a rebel cav- 
alry, In the vicinity of Washington, North Caro- 
lina,' is completely demoralized and partially dis- 
banded, but a very few remaining. Many of its 
members came to near Gov. Stanley at Washing- 
ton and remained.

Fellow Citizens : My appearance here, to-dnv. 
calis to mind many roses of the past. I thank 
God that we are permitted to meet in council occs 
more. Ever since this infernal war, brought on 
by wicked politicians who desired power, I have 
had no comfort. My thoughts have been direct- 
ed toward these battle-fields. Night and day 
have I been watching events. I could not bear a 
word from my native State, consequently I wtB 
uoable to learn anything definite in regard to 
you. However bid I may have been, no man can 
say I ever deceived bim in any particular, or in- 
tentionally led bim astray. I cine to you with a 
bleedioe heart, honest and sincere motivos, de- 
riling to give you some plain thoughts. I am 
pleased to see so many of my oli friends who 
have been so tius to me, some of whom gave me 
a start in the world. It is to them I come to talk 
Five thousand miles have I come to reason with 
you. I desire Co pre motion; I cima for no love 
of gain; I atk nothing for myself. 

1 did not support Mr. Lincoln. Bell and Everett 
were my choice. I understood the wicked inten- 
tions of these Southern leaders. I have known 
them long and well. I looked forward to this 
outbreak. 1 saw it was inevitable, ard under the 
circumstances I considered Be 1 and Everett the 
most acceptable men. 

I do not desire t;> discuss, or enter into all 'ho 
features of tbis war, nor talk about politics. You 
all know what my politics have been for the past 
twenty-five years. 

How came North Carolina out of the Uniot? 
You aay that President Lincoln's proclamation 
drew you into tbis war. Howsr? What was tii 
duty when he took the oath of office, when he 
was sworn to maintain the Union and enforo the 
lawt? Has be not done right in doing what the 
Constitution required him to do? How c ul<l he 
do differently ? Was be to act tbe part of a po- 
litical trickster and gambler, and wir.k a' tbis un- 
lawful attempt at oeceseior ? What would have 
beea bis fate had be attempted thus to trills with 
tbe sacred rights of the people, and allowed a 
Government to be broken up which he had sworn 
to preserve? Would he not have been impeached 
and justly bung for thus violating bis oath of 
effici? I again ask, how could be do differently. 

What are the duties of a sberiS? Is be not ex 
pected to enforce the law?, Should a mob attempt 
to resist bim, is it not bis duty 'o call upon the 
people for assistance, to tnable him to enforce tbe 
law? This is what the President has done — he 
could do nothing else, he could pursue do other 
course. Suppose New Jersey eh u'd attempt to 
secid', and New York and the neighboring States 
should refuse to assist in obliging ber to rerpect 
the Constitution and laws of tbe country. Would 
it not be the duty cf North Caiolina to furnish 
the President with troops to enable him to exe- 
cute tbe laws. 

It secession is to be recognized, what would it 
lead tc? Let Louisiana secede, and then, after it 
is accomplished, what hinders ber from banding 
that Slate over to England, or any othor Power, 
commanding, as it does, the mou'h of tho great 
father of water ? Taitj she most assuredly, 
would have a right to do, if she has a right to 
secede, thus damming up the great river, and ex- 
cluding all the States on its borders from a mar- 
ket. Would the great Northwest submit to thir? 
Could not any seceded State band itself over to 
any Power it might choose, thus giving us mon- 
archical governments of every kind. 

What has North Carolina U) complain ol? What 
rights of hers have been violated? Wherein bai 
the Government of the Unit.d States distressed 
ber, or any other citizen?? Was sbe burdened by 
taxation? Were ber citizens callud upon to ply 
a direct tax to support tho Governmem? Were 
not all of ber rights and institutions under the 
protecting flag of the United Slater? 

My doctrineB are tbose of Washington, Mar- 
shall, Badger, Graham, Gilmer, and Ounnell; doc- 
trines on wbicb the Government was founded. 

Secession is treason. It must be put down, 
otherwise tbe Republic is gone, and wo are in- 
volved in an i t tri al war. Tbe Government must 
be mat tained. We are one people, one we will 
remain, one we will die Secession is eternal war. 
If it succeed?, republican liberties are lost for- 
ever. 

What do the rebels sty? What did they tell 
you? First, tbey said secession would be peso 
able, that the Northerners would not fight, and 
that foreign powers would recognize tbe ''South- 
ern Confederacy," that the Democrats in tho 
North would artist the South in socu-ing her in- 
dependence. Have any cf these pre dictions been 
realized? After secession took place vou were 
told that the Northern troops were coming South 
to free all your slaves, to confiscate all your prop- 
erty, devastate the land, slaughter your women 
and children, tutrag* your daughters, and to on. 
Has tbis been realized? Have not your rights 
and property been respected? 

Outrages will, to a certain extent, be commit- 
ted by the best disciplined armies in the world 
It most bo expected; such are the results of 
war. Tbe properly and right s cf no people have 
been respected so well iu times of war as your 
property and ri e h s. And, wbat is more, the 
Government holds itself in readiness to remuner- 
ate all loyal citizens for all Uie losses tbey have 
sustained. Could there be anything more fair? 
Will the Confederacy do tin ? What is their 
money worth a bushel? Not a cent. 

You say yonr slavos are all to be emancipated. 
What course has tbe Federal Government pur- 
sued thus f«r in regard to your slaves? W hem 
Fremont, Hunter, and Phelps issued their procla- 
mations of emancipation, did not the President 
revoke them all? Has be not said, over and over 
again, that ha had no constitutional right to 
emancipate tbe slaver? Has he not adhered 
stiictly to the Constitution and laws of the coun- 
try? Does be not ineist that all tbe States shall 
be protected In their rights? What more can be 
asked of him, who is the President of all tbe 
State.'? Wby thon are we involved in wai? 

Much is said about the slaves comiDg Into the 
Federal lines, and many complaints made because 
they are not promptly given up. Are they not 
in the Confederate lines, and are they no' used to 
bnlld fortifications and do the work of rebslf, and 
in many Instances need to man rebel guns and 
fight against the Union? Tbe Federal army 
can't make a business of catching negroes and de- 
livering them np. Tbey have come here to put 
down treason, and a war which the rebels inaugu- 
rated. Sufferings must be expected, losses will 
be incurred, you moat abide by events. Tbe 
S uth is to blame for all of tbe disasters which 
may occur. 

If this war continues, look at tbe consequences; 
see * hat bas already taken place, see wbat must 
follow. In Newborn there are nearly 5,000 
slaver; they are here, more continue to come. 
Should tbe war continue and the Union army be 
obliged to advance into the Interior, then will tho 
consequences be upon your own beads. Thon 
your institutions and everything yon have and 
own will necessarily be in peril. 

The people must move. Call your meetings in 
very connty. Let your convention know your 
wiebee. Let trade be opened, let the blockade be 
withdrawn. Come and be restored to the ines- 
timable privileges of American citizens. 

Any man who will take up arms against such a 
Government as this, ought to lose hU property. I 
am indignant at such men, and cannot refrain 
from expressing my feelings. 

Much has been said about the negro schools in 
Newbern. When I came I found tbem tbero es- 
tablished by Mr. Colyer. He came to me and 
asked my opinion. I gave it to bim, and told him 
that I thought it was injudicious at tbis time; 
that it would look as though 1 intended to disre- 
gard tbe laws of the Btate, which would destroy 
all my influence, and make me a very unwelcome 
visitor to the people of North Carolina. I treated 
the gentleman kindly, made no threats to him, 
nor did I give him any advice or instructions. I 
have been misrepresented in tbe whole matter, 
which has unnecessarily engendered a bad feel- 
ing. 

Mr Lincoln is no abolitionist. He is the best 
friend the South bas got. Look at bis prcchma- 
tion to Hunter. It is full of meaning. If you 
will not take tbeae things into your own bands 
you must abide by tbe consequences. Yonr ports 
and custom- bouses can bo opened in less than thir- 
ty days. 

1 am here for your benefit, to get you out of 
a bsd scrape, and bring you back to your alle- 
giance. 

Tell yonr leaders what I say. Go and tell the 
people wbat I have said. If tbis war lasts, what 
is to be done? what will be your condition? I can't 
say how long I can remain with you, or how long 
it will be in my power to avert tbe arproaching 
dangers. My interest calls me away; my affec- 
tions and hops of doing good keep me hero. 

Tbe Administration want peacs. Tbe Gov- 
ernment did not commence the war. I am no 
egent of abolition Generals. When required to 
be such I will leave you, and return with a heavy 
heart. 1 will do nothing unbecoming a Chris ian 
gentleman and patriot. 

Beaufort, glorious old Beaufort. How often I 
have thought of you, the home of my early 
friends, who have made me what I am, those 
soenee of my childhood. Listen to a friend and 
countryman, who h<s ever been true to y< u. 
Come under tbe old flag which has protected ycu 
so long and well. 

The gal'ant champions now in arms for the 
Union would fight for you to-morrow if ycu were 
with up, and should your rights be invaded. You 
have proved your courage, and are now able to 
see tbe wuked intentions of your bad leaders, 
many of wbom deserve tbe halter. 

I am told that I bad better go back— that I 
can accomplish no good here, and that my coming 
will dir please the extremes on both sides. I no 
tlce no such nonsense. 

It would have l*een far more sgreoible for me 
to come to yon as a private citizen. As it is, bow- 
ever, there is no lovej lost between me and those 
who find so much fault. 

1 come not to insult you. I come to do good. I 
(ball not be able to control armies forever, nor 
stay the uplifted hand. Unless you soon show a 
disposl'lon to accept of honorable terms, the wsr 
will go on and tha army will be forced to match 



Whv did Mr. Lincoln send me? I did not vote 
for him He knew that I was born among you. and 
would staitd between you and all harm, and bo 
able to suggest such terms as vou could honora- 
bly accept. 1 come with the olive branch, and 
stand, for Ihs time beine. between y u and the 
powerful armies of the R.public, whose onward 
march will sweep you under, and necessarily ile- 
siroy your institutions »hon brought in contact 
with opposirg forces. Soon it will be too late for 
you to accept of my honorable terms. Then event* 
must be left to tho harsh and cruel necessities of 
the justice which is vindicated by tbe swotd. 

Old friends — honored gray hairs— I come for 
your benefit. You who bavo come from tho dis- 
tant counties to hear me to day and take home 
what I say. Your interest demands peace. Yon 
desire to be free from turmoil and battle strife. 
Why then will you not insist on having thewe 
troubles brought to a close? I believe you will 
act. From the signs of tho times it is very evi- 
dent that a great reaction has taken place in the 
hearts of tho people. 

If your people shou'd refuse to act, and will 
sii.l cling to secession, and are given tip to your 
idols, I must then leave you with a sad heart. 

To my country I will do my duty. And to you, 
my old friends, to whom I am so much attached. 
I will also do my duty. Can 1 ever forget you? 
The monarch may forgot his crown, tbe Vigbt 
sunbeams may forgot to shine, but I nevir will 
forgot friends (o dear and a people who have done 
so much for me. 

Whom is Fort Donelson, Columbus, Macon, 
Pulask.? Where is New Orlean ? Where are all 
of the rebel fortification' ? Before New Orleans 
fell some distinguished British subjects who bad 
been and examined all of its fortifications went 
to Washington and told tbe Government that 
New Orleans could not bs taken; that it was in- 
pregnalle, and begged of the Government to de- 
sist; that the Federal troops would moot with a 
greater disaster and more slaughtering than did 
tbe Eooliah troops in their attempt to take that 
city. How was it? What are Ihs result.? New 
Orleans was taken before breakfast. All boll 
could not prevont tbe Yankees from taking that 
city, or any other. Where is Nashville, New- 
bern, Koanoke Island, Corim h, and all the fortified 
cities aud batteries on the Mississippi rivet? All 
fell into the hands of the Fodorel troops within a 
few months after they undertook tho job.

Show him to me, and I will see that his wants 
are eupp'ied. Tbis 1 am authorized to do. 

Some of you appear to bave a faint hops for 
the Confederacy still. Wait until you hear from 
Richmond. Even suppose that the reeul s ere 
disastrous to tbe Uoion army, it would only delay 
the contest a little longer. " The thousand upon 
thousands of unemployed troops now in tbe North, 
who are so anxious to share tbe gloriis awaiting 
the Union armies, would be called into tbe field 
at once, and fiui"h this struggle at a blow. 

We ask for peace, and are willing to forget and 
forgive. The Government can affotd to be gen- 
erous, for sbe has vindicated ber power. Listen 
to the voice of reason, consciercs, and patriot- 
ism. 

The groat Jehovah— tho author of pence and 
love or concord — commands us to coare shedding 
each other's blood. Take Uings into your own 
bands, discard polili.al aspirants wbo tight for 
fear i f punisbmont, and ten thousand times ten 
thousand shall riso up and call you blessed.

— Tho Frankfort Common- 
wealth bas ri i .vivo 1 a lattor from tbe Gap of the 
date of tbe 20lh inst., informing it of tte capture 
of that celol rated and generally deemed impreg- 
nable mountain pas?, without the firing of a 
gun. Tbe robols became alarmed lost their sup- 
plies should be cut off, and abandoned it about 
twelve hours before our troops entered. The wri- 
ter r mark : 

After walking over tho ground, ard with mv 
limited experience in such matters, I do not think 
that we could have taken it with our force by a 
direct iit .i t It is naturally one of tbe s rong- 
est positions in the c in* rv, and th i onemy were 
a year and six days in its occupancy and strength- 
ening it. Rills pits, without number, commanded 
every possible point of approaob, and their batte- 
ries were so placed as to prevent our holding any 
of tbe neighboring bills. A distingu s'led Ku-o- 
pean officer, now in this service, calls it the (lib 
rallar of America. We received orde's on the 17'h 
to be roadv to move at one o'clock that night 
The rebels had come down to within eight miles 
of our camp to a point whore the leizarell road 
intet.sscts that to tbe Gap, aud were reported to 
ba throwing up intrenrhmenta Tte order of 
march was as followr; DaCourcev's brigade to 
advance up the main road; Baird's behind him 
and to act as a reserve; Carter's to take the new 
road o i the right, and Spear's to pr ceed up the 
left of tho valley. The attack was to have been 
b-guu by Carter on the ri^ht about daybreak. 
We got off about 3 o'clock, and advanced ciu 
tiously, expecting every moment to hear the tire 
of our pickets — but we listened in vain. There 
wtro no rebels wi.hin ten milsa of ns. Tbey left 
for Morristcwn in the night, having, in some 
way, heard of our intend >n to attack them the 
next day. The cilizons informed in that ihiy 
were leaving the Uap, and we pusbtd ahead to 
cut off their traius at loast, but reached ibere 
about five hours too late, and were too tired to 
pursue. They loft ia such a hurry as to loava 
most of thtir tents standing, though they took 
time to cut them to pieces. The sixty-four 
pounder, after having b en spiked, was thrown 
down tbe birhest clitl. It is almost largo enough 
to crawl into. Everything they could rol carry 
away was destroyed, even to the tin caps. But 
the Gap has been taken, and that is glory enough 
for us. 

A letter from tho Gap cf tbe same date to tbe 
Cincinnati Commercial contains tbe following : 

There was one little episode la the transactions 
of the past few days that I wish to relate, f r the 
purpose of doing justice to a bravo people, as also 
to a Bomewbat malignant institution — tbe Home 
Guard. It seems that Capt. Ferry, Quarterlies 
tor a* Flat Lick, telegTapbod G»n. Morgan on 
the 15th for permission to take the coavrie cent 
soldiers in tbo hospitals and tbe Home Guard iu 
Harlan and adj lining counties, and make a diver- 
sion in his favor in front of tbe Gap, whilst the 
General moved on the rear. Permission was as 
reatlily granted asatked. No sooner did the bravo 
and hardy mountaineers constituting tbe Home 
Guard of tbis etc'ion know that tbey would be 
permitted to go on the expedition than" they com- 
menced to ussemble by rxorea. It reminded uie 
very much of the stories 1 bave read of Lexington, 
Coocoid.and Burkir Hill. They left their plows in 
tbo furrows, their harvest field', their shops, and 
came with gun in hand, to perform wbat they could 
and avenge the wrongs wbicb they bad suffered. 
1 have no doubt a Fourth street exquisite, ay, 
even youreolf, would have laughed could you 
have Been the Captain's arnv, for truly it was a 
motley affair, comprising 170 convalescent eol 
dirrs, and 385 Homo Guards. Tbo latter were 
without coats in a grsat measuro, had ou tbe 
much despised "butternut breeches, " and were as 
nondescript an assombly as the eye of mortal man 
ever rested upon. But they would fight. O d 
men of sixty veara, their gray hair streaming ia 
the wind, and boys of scarce sixteen Bummers 
wore thore. Nor was that all — Iboir mothers and 
Bisters gathered with them and charged them, 
in rough and hjmely language, it is true, never 
to return until the pestiferous band that com- 
mitted ravages upon them and their homes 
wore driven from that stronghold in tbe moun- 
tains. Men that bad been hunted as wolves in 
tbe mountains, for the last eight months, were 
there; men that had cot slept in a house for that 
length of limo, but had dodged through hill and 
valley, hiding from tbeir pursuerr; men that had 
had their little all taiton from them, and, ia many 
case;-, their houses burned down over the h ads of 
their wives and children — ill came. And do ycu 
not think such men would have fougbl? Could 
you have seen their determination, and the fire 
that lighted up their eyes, you would have said 
yes. It took no small amount of nerve to in k j 
a demonstration against tho portion of tbe work 
that was assigned to those men, I a'sure vou. 
But the nerve was l/tar also. Captain Furry 
moved on the G ip as be was ordered, and oncamp- 
ed within B ur and a half miles of it, attor run- 
ning in tho rebel pickets, with the ietomion of 
making a demonstration soon in tho morning. 
During the nigbt, a messenger was sent to him 
informing him of tbo ovacuation and occupancy 
of the Gap by General Morgan. The men com- 
posing the "Flat Lick army" were not a littl • dis- 
appointed at not having "a sbot at the enemv at 
all events, but it was willed otherwise. Then 
came the revulsion, and there was joy in the little 
knot lying on tho hill amidst the rain; and whiUt 
joyful and merry, expressions escaped from many, 
tears conrsed down the cbajeks of many not 
given to the "melting mcoi," wh-n,in the bright 
firelight of tbe camp, a pious minister of near 
seventy winters, who accompanied the expsdi- 
tion, fell Ujxin bis knees and poured out bis soul 
in thanksgiving and prayer to "Him wbo giveth 
us victory." Truly, it was an impresnive scone 
and one well calculated to leave forcible impres'- 
sions behind. 

I bave imbibed a roverenco for Home Guards 
— provided they are Kentucky mountaineers, and 
will fight. It will be a long time before those 
who were with Capt. Terry will be forgotten by 
Gen. Morgan, and I imagine it will be a long 
time before tbe Home Guard will forget the ur- 
bane, ki n d hearted Geuerat, or "ibe big Captain 
feller on tho b ibtailtd bay boss" that led i hem. 
Let those brave farmers and mountaineers be re- 
membered by you when you send up your sbonts 
for tbe victory obtained. Lot tbe people away at 
homo still remember that Liberty lives among 
the mountains and vallsys of "jld Kontuck," and 
that her bard- fisted sons ate as willing as in days 
gone by to defend it and her. 



A Tkofhy.— Colonel J. S. Jackson, of the 3d 
Kentucky cavalry, bai transmitted a rebel flag 
to his Excellency, Gov. MagcfBa, accompanying 
it with the following graceful note: 

Louisville, June 26, 1862.

Sir: I have the honor to send vou herewith a 
rebel flag, taken from the flying foe at Corinth 
by Capt. Louis Wolfley, of my regiment, a most 
gallant and m.ritorious officer. Won in a mourn- 
ful struggle, but in a holy cause, the trophy is a 
memorial of glory, rendered more glorious by sor- 
row.

THE PRESIDENT AT WEST POINT. 

FIVE HOCUS' CONSCLTATION WITH OEN. SCOTT. 

The precise motives wbicb. induced the Presi- 
dent to leave Ihs Capi'al of the nation and travel 
with almost telegraphic speed to West Point has 
been the anxious inquiry of thousands. Up to 
this time that inquiry bas not been answered, but 
perhaps the following record cf the Presidential 
doings and sayings will furnish a clue to tbe mys- 
tery: 

As already stated, Mr. Lincoln arrived in New 
York at midnight on Monday. He was accompa* 
nied by Colonel D. C. McCullutn, Military Su- 
perintendent of Railroads, and bis colored servant 
William. As soon as he arrived a special train, 
hich had been previously prepard, wis in wait- 
ing at the Hudson river railroad depot, and im- 
mediately starlel for West Pciot. As soon as 
the train was ordersd a telegram was sent to Mr. 
Sloan, President of tbe road, wbo is staying at 
Cczzans's Hotel, directing bim to be prepared to 
meet "a fellow President wbo was coming on a 
special train." Mr. Sloan to<>k measures to have 
a ferryboat in readiness all night, and Mr. Coz 
zens also waited to receive the anxiously Icokod 
for and somewhat hurried visitor. 

In the evening, Mr. Sloan wont ovor to the 
Point and brought Gen. Scott, at the samo time 
intimating who was coming. The General acqui- 
esced in Mr. Sloan's views, and expressed the 
foar that McClellan was doad. The railroad 
President and tbe General went on the ferry boat 
where they remained all nigbt. General Scott 
was very much agitated, und expressed bis fears 
that something was wrong. He sp ks of McClel- 
lan, hoping that notbing had happened to that 
" brave and good General." 

At three A. M. on Tuesday, tbe train reached 
Garrison's, and a few minutes a'ter President 
Lincoln came on board tbe ferry-boat. Ho looked 
somewhat anxious and careworn, but on seeing 
General Scott, bis fscs was lit up with a Bmilo of 
gladness, and seizing his hand, be grasped it ea- 
gerly, saying, "General, I m glad to see you 
looking so well. I have come to see you." The 
two men retired to the cabin, wh'ite they were 
engaged in earnest conversation till they arrived 
at the Point, where a carriage was in waiting to 
carry them to Cozzsns's Hotel. 

The President immediately went to bed, but 
arose about seven o'clock and took breakfast. Di- 
rtctly after breakfast, Iht President and Gsneral 
Scott retired to a private parlor, where, with maps 
and charts, and locked doors, and a waiter on the 
outside to prevent intrusion, they wore in oarnest 
conversation for five hours. The full purport of 
that conversation is not known. Sufficient infor- 
mation was, however, gleanod as to the motive 
wh'ch brought the President to the General. Ho 
consulted with him as to the present state of tbe 
campaign, and the best policy to bring tbo war 
to a speody end. The advics of General Scott 
was sought and obtained, as to tbe necesii'.y for 
immediate reorganization of tbe army, and what 
changes wonld be necessary in the several Milita- 
ry Departments. 

A great change will take placa within a day or 
two in tbe Cabinet, and an entire frt-oh war pro- 
gramme his boon decided upon. Gen. Scott will, 
in all probability, within a few days, reassume bis 
position as Commander -in-Cbief, and will stay in 
New York, iu readiness to leave for Washington 
at a moment's notice. It was noticed that when 
tbe President came from the room his countenance 
bore a comparatively joyous expression, and as he 
came forth, arm-in-arm with General Scott, he 
appeared to have derived much encouragement 
from the interview. 

Accompanied by Col. McOullum, the President 
then proceeded to the Military Academy, Genoral 
Scott being too fatigued to go with bim. 

On aniviug at tbe Academy tbe Cadets worn 
drawn up in line and saluted the President with 
military honors. A thorough inspection of tbo 
barracks and apartments was then made, and tho 
President expresjod his great satisfaction at tbe 
appearance of everything he beheld. Iu company 
with Professor McMahon end Col. Bowen he thou 
retuinol to tho Lotel. About three o'clock ho 
took dinner. 

After dinnor the President and Colonel McVul- 
lum took a carriage and drove to Cold Springs, 
wnere they viaitedlho iron foundery of Govetneur 
Kemblo. 

After staying at tha foundery some time, the 
President returned to tbe hotel, which be reacbid 
about eight P. M. About nine o'clock Mr. Lin- 
coln, escorting tbe Baroness Stoeckol, entered the 

fiublic pirior, and, for about half an hour, bold a 
eveo. He thsn engaged in conversation with 
Mrs. General Viele, to whom ho paid marked at- 
tention, observing j icosely that "tho wivos of his 
Generals bad a c'aitn upon him." 

Au h.ur or two were whibd away in this agreo- 
abl < manner, and about 11 o'clock the President 
retired to his roiom. Shortly after midnight, in 
tho midst of a pelting rain, tbe harmonious notes 
of tbe Acidemy Band broke upon the stillness of 
the air, aud the President and guests were regaled 
with a very agreeable serenade. 

The Presid-nt, having already retired, did not 
reappear. While in his room arrangements wero 
made for his departure this morning. Permission 
was then asked of Mr. Lincoln to allow the rep- 
resentative!! of the press to travel with him on 
tho special train. ••Jertiinly," was the Preii- 
dotil's reply; "wby not? I am not afraid of the 
reporters, and talking of reporters puea me in 
miud of a good story.' A characteristic anec- 
dote was then narrated, by which Mr. Lincoln 
convoyed the ilea that he was not as bid y 
Beared by the knights of the quill as tome folks 
were. 

The President arose about ssven o'clock this 
morning and took breakfast with General Scott 
and Mr. Sioan. About eight o'clock an open 
loaroucho drove up to the hotel, and in it Mr. 
Lincoln, Genoral Scott, Mr. Sloan, and William 
proceeded to the ferry-boat. 

In compliance with a suggestion of Mr. Belcher, 
a circuit of some two miles was made to give tbe 
President an ofporluoity of witnessing the pictu- 
resque scenery of this part of tbe Hudson. While 
on ihe way tbe morning Albanv lioat, Mary Pow- 
VI, pissed, and Mr. Lire'. >ln and Gen Scott being 
otsirved, the passengers cheered vcciferouslc, tbe 
be 1 ringing at tbe s»me timo. In answer to the 
cheers, the President took off his bat and waved 
it. On nearing Garrison's a salute was tired, to 
the mu-ic of which the party eoterel the train. 
Tbe train, which con isted of a locomotive and 
one handsomely furnishod ladies' car, then left 
Garrison's a' 9 o'clock. 

Afier reading I he papers, Mr. Lincoln engaged 
in earnest conversation with Gen. Scott. Tbis 
consultation lod to a sligot change in the pro- 
, in in-, and it was settled that General Scott 
should returu to West Point to-nigbt, and there 
await the missive wbich will probably soon sum- 
mon fcim to Washington. When the train reached 
Tarrytown, an immense concourse was assembled, 
wbo cheered lustilv for President Lincoln and 
Gen. Scott, to wbich the "cbeeiees" responded 
Lowing. 

On nearing Thirty- fifth btreet, a number cf 
torpedoes, one for each State that ought to bo iu 
the Ucion, and which hid been piacsd expressly 
on tbe track, exploded; tbe workmen of the 
company, ubout two hundred in number, were 
drawn up in line, and to the cracking of the tor- 
pedoo3 and tbo cheers of the werkmen, the special 
train rode up to the depot, where a large number 
of tpactators bad assembled, who clamored in 
stentorian tones for a speech. Tho President 
"could not see it," nnd with the aid of iho p< lice 
a pas'Hge way was kept clear, through which 
Mr. Lincoln, General Scott, and Mr. Slcan pro- 
ceeded to a carriage. Accompanied by Colonel 
Cullum, tbe carriage drove off, all heads being 
uncovered as cheer after cheer was given for Mr. 
Lincoln and Gen. Scott. The train arrived at 
Thirty-first street at 10:20, acd tbe carriage left 
almost immediately for the Jersey City Ferry. 

When nearing the d«pot, General Scott was 
asked bis opinion of Mr. Lincoln. "Sir," said the 
old hero to the querist, addressing him with em- 
phasis, "be is an honest, upright man, very con- 
scientious, and tries to do right with all parties; 
that'" what 1 believe, and I hope you are eat ia- 
ned." 

The party arrived at Jersey City at eight min- 
utes post eleven o'clock. The carriage containing 
the Prosident was immediately driven from tho 
ferryboal to the special train of an engine and 
two handsome new cars in waiting wittia the do- 
pot. 

President Lincoln got upon tho train at tbe rear 
platform of tho back car, and when he reached 
this elevation he was cboored enthusiastically, 
lie acknowledged tho favor with a bow to the ex- 
cited c-owd, who renewod tbe cheers, and called 
for a "rpoech." Tho President smiled at these 
domird«, and ihook his head di'couragingly, but 
the crowd persevered in the call so s'rongly that 
the President removed his seat as a preparatory 
act towards granting their desires. They showoil 
tbeir appreciation of it by a round of choers, and 
quieted down to hear the "speeca." 

Tho President sp ka substantially as follows : 

"When birds and unimalsare looked at through 
a fog, thoy are seen to disadvantage ; and so it 
might be with you, if I were to attempt to tell 
ycu why -I went to see General 8cott. I can only 
say that my visit to West Point did not have tbe 
importance wbich bas beeu attached to it ; but it 
ooncerned matters that you understand quite as 
well as if I were to tell yi u all about them. Now, 
I cin only remark, that It had nothing whatever 
to do with making or unmaking any Generals in 
the country, (laughter and applause) The 
Secretary of War. yon know, holds a prottv light 
rein on the Press, so that thoy shall not tell more 
than they ought to; and I'm afraid that if 1 bl ib 
t<o much, be might draw a light reign on me." 
(Riars of laughter and loud opplause, during 
wbich the Pres deat retired within the car ) 

The train slowly moved off a moment after- 
ward, in charge of Mr Woodruff, who stood upon 
the front platform of the baqk car, aud called for 
"three choers for tho P.e idont of tho United 
Slates." The call was vigorously responded to, 
and the compliment woo acknowledged by tho 
Pretident bv standing up and romoving his hat. 
By this time the train was rapidly moving away, 
and the crowd dispersed. Gen. Scott, on arriving 
on tbe New York side, was driven to his hotol, 
where ba will remain till afternoon, when he will 
return to West Point.

Wasiiinoton, June 27.

Washisotos, Jnna 27.

Wednesday, June 25;h. was signalizsd by another 
glorious struggle between the Union troops and 
the rebels, in wbich the fonnor wore twice vic- 
torious. About 6,000 of our men on that day 
encountered two divisions of the label army a 
short distance beyoad Fair O >ks and drove tbem 
btck a mile By a romarkable blunder wore 
lirquished all tho ground gaintd as scon as we 
had obtained p issession of it, and then, when the 
error was sifted and understood, our gallant la - 
went at it agaiu and correctod tbo mistaks and 
maintained our position. 

But little artillery w is employed, and the cas- 
ualties are, therefore, not so numerous as might 
bo supposed from tho duration of the fight. As 
the artillery that was used was mostly ours, tbe 
enemy's loss ia doubtless considerably heavier. 
Oars will, perhapi, reach 80 killed, and lssa thin 
200 wounded. 

The ptincipal part of the flghtiuc was done by 
Grover's and Sickles's brigades, of Honker's di- 
vision, snpoorted by Birry's and Robinson's 
brigades.of K«amoy's division, or Birnoy's brigade, 
of Sedgewick's division, and Palmor'o brigade, of 
Couch's division. Sickles's brigade behaved eplen 
didly as usual. Ann- the losses are: 

Twentieth Indiana — James Spragu-, companv 
O , in the arm; Oliver B. Sibert, company K; 
Nash N. Ruppin and George Drake, company E, 
and Abrabam G. UavitOD, company K. 

Tbe Time/ letter savs tha estimate of our loss, 
(riven in the telegrsp'iic report to the Associitfd 
Press, will be found much below the mark. It is 
Blight, considering the amount of fighting done 
and the result accomplished, hut it cannot mil be- 
low 500, or may be near 1.000, probably 600 or 
700. Seventy members of tho 1st Massachusetts 
regiment bave been brought to the hospitals 
wounded up to noon, and the entire loss of this 
regiment can eca-cely fall short of 100, as they 
were ogaiT nnder heavy fire later in the day, and 
was one of tboso which suffered most sevorety.

A citizen had boon c:n- 
demned to two years' imprisonment for kidnapp- 
ing a neuro in the employ of United States iffi- 
cers. The thermometer on the 19:h was 95 deg 
in the shade Two soldiers convicted of theft 
wore drummed out of Ihs 31st Mass. Col. Kim- 
ball, with four companies of the 12 h Maine regi- 
ment, broko a rebel camp at Matichac. For some 
weeks past there had been about 1,800 rebtli 
with u number of heavy guns there. Tbey left 
on tho appreiacb of our forces, leaving c imp equi- 
page, r.. im-n o colors, &c. Gan. Butler had 
issu.d a modified form of tbe oa'h for foreign resi- 
dents, by wbich persons taking It only svvnro to 
support atd defend the Constitution of the Uoitod 
Stales. 

Washington, June 27. 
As far as beard from to-day at tho War De- 
partment all ij qu'et in every direction. Infor- 
mation from tbo Shenandoah valley, received 
from otlur than official sources, loadi to Ihe be- 
lief that Jackson's troops have not, irl force, re- 
turned from tbe point at which tbey wero last 
soon. Among other speculations is ono that he ia 
repairing damage, and preparing to secure whoat 
and rye crops of the valley, which is represented 
to be good. 

The reports that (hi enemy Lt occupying the 
< limit., be' wceu Maoa sas and Straiburg are un 
true Tbero may, howovcr, be rebel pickets at 
settlements heretofore temporarily occupied bv 
our troops. 

Memi'iiis, June 26. 
The first train on the Momphij and Cbarles'ou 
road fir Corinth, with a number of ream-, wag- 
ons, and one company of the 56 :b Oaio, oosides 
aoveral offi:ers, was attacked by a large force of 
rebel cavalry yestorday about twelve miles from 
tbis city. Iho rebels destroyed the locomotive, 
burned tbo cars, killed te l of our men. and cap- 
tured several officers, incluling Colonel Kinney, 
M-j>rsPriodo aod Shu rpe, railroad Superinten- 
dents, and Captain Mcalichael, of Grant's staff, 
who was taken pri oner at Sbiloh and just ex- 
changed. 

Gen. Grant has restored the editorial contri 1 of 
the Argus to tbe proprietors, with tbo notica that 
it will bs at ODCe suppressed should it contain 
anything flffstlTl to tho Government. The lo- 
comotive cap ured yostetday was tho only oae on 
tbe rocd at ttois poiat. 

Chicago, Juno 28. 

A special despatch to the Tribune of this city, 
dated St. Cbsrlas, A k , Ju le 23, eayf : 

"The flset, after the tattle, proceeded up the 
river as far ::s Croadid Point, und were cut off in 
consequence of low va'er, wbich compelled them 
to return. All tbo distance up and back they were 
continually firod upon by busbwbickers. O oe 
man on the St. Louis wa3 seriously wounded. 
The rebel boat Van Dorn is reported up tbe Atkun- 
ras. also tho Poochartrain.

— Among 
other items of interest, we mention the late ex- 
pedition of if«n. L»um ait into East Tennessee. 

On the lllb bo rec lived information that tbe 
enemy was near Woodbu/y, and the General de- 
termined to intercept bim if possible, and accord 
ingly left Alurfreosboro on the 12'h with the 31 
Minnesota, 69 b and 74'h Ohio, 8:b and Slat Ken- 
tncky, and 11th Michigan regimentp, and eight 
pieces 1 f artillery and 600 civalry, making in all 
r-boui 3,000 men. But on arriving at Wooobory. 
at 6 o'clock, on the evening of the 12 h, learced 
that tho "chivalrous" poldierrs of Starnes, Hani", 
& Co. had "sketl eddli il" for tho mountains, hav- 
ing learned that tbe "Yankoos" were en route for 
McMinnville and still further east. Tbe column 
moveel on to McMinville on the 13 b, and then 
learned tbat Starnes was at Pikevillo, 38 miles 
r-cross tbe mountains, the General being dster- 
miued that no stone should be toft unturned to over- 
haul tbe enemy, immediately despatched 600 cav- 
alry, four pieces of artilleiy, and tbe 3a Minne- 
sota regiment, all u dor Commatdof Col. Lester, 
to Pikeville, the distance being made in sixteen 
honrs. But on arriving at Piheviile found tbat 
the enemy had left for Kingston en route to Kn x- 
ville. Gen Damon' in tbe mean time inarched 
with tbe rest of the column eighteen miles up the 
mountain, in order to bo accessible in ca.-o of an 
attaek ou Ol. Lester, but on learning that tbe 
enemy bad 1 .ft Piksvillo the column marched back 
to McMionville, where thoy rested two days, and 
then took up tbe line of march for Murfreesbor- 
ough. Tbis march is considered by mill'arv men 
one of an extra ordinary natal**, but tbe prospect 
of a tight and the energy of tbeir gallant General 
cheered the men on, and the march was mado 
without a murmur. Great credit is due to tho 
officers in charge of this expedition. Though 
they had no fight we have the a suranco that the 
enemy is .ri o. be>ond the mountain.

MrnriEBa Near Sasta Fe — Oa Wednesday of 
l.i-t v.'u.k throe men wore murdered near Las 
Yogas. The only par'iculars we have of the oc- 
currence is that tho deed was committed Lv nine 
Apache Indians. 

The same dav, near San Jorte, Mr. George K. 
Ticbener, an expressman in the emplov of the 
Quartermaster's Department, was brutally mur- 
dered, and bis body thrown into an arrayo near 
the road Mr. Ticbener was a man of excellent 
character, and was highly esteemed by bia em- 
ployees. Captain McrVrran offered a reward of 
five hundred dollars for tbe orreet of the culprits. 
Colonel Canby also otTers au equal rewaid for 
their arrest. 

On Thursday another man named Jose Montoya 
was murdered near Pena Blanca, as is supposed, 
by threo Indians. Tbe Indians wore fine ldexi- 
can hats, as ws are informed, and other articles of 
clothing unusual in the Indian costume, which 
leads to the suspicion that they may bava be- 
longed to another rice, and were disguised.
